LONDON, Jan. 9.—Bennett Burleigh, the 
special correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph, gives interesting details in his 
cablegram from Tokio. He says there is 
a total farce of 10,000 men and 9% guns in- 
cluded in the Imperial guards and the first 
division, and he adds: 

“The infantry greatly impressed me with 
its solid, vigorous and trenchant appear- 
ance. The artillery is excellent, but the 
cavalry horses are poor, being merely 
ponies. The troopers carry carbines on 
their backs in workmanlike fashion.“ 

Roferring to the general situation, Mr. 
Burleigh says:

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—With the retire- 
ment today of Gen. Young, Gen. Adna R 
Chaffee becomes the head of the General 
Staff of the United States army and its 
chief officer. He has been nominated by 
the President to the Senate for the rank 
of Lieutenant-General. 

Gen. Chaffee is the hero of five wars. 
Gray and grizzled by more than % years 
in the service, and now in his @th year, 
Gen. Chaffee is a strong type of the Amer- 
jean soldier who rises from the ranks by 
Sheer force and ability to command. 

“The finest soldier in the United States 
army.” is the admiring estimate of his 

. brother officers place upon him. 

Gen. Chaffee holds strong and clear opin- 
ions. “An occasional fight is a good thing 
for a nation, was his view of what Sher- 
man thought was hell. It strengthens 
the race; puts virility in it; makes men, 
real men, the kind of men you feel you 
gan depend upon when there's trouble in 
the alr.“

Court Is Informed That Third Baptist 
Corporation Has Never Had 
Legal Existence. 


M. K. McGrath, former secretary of state, 
in a report presented Saturday to Judge 
Hough of the Circuit Court, declares that 
the incorporation of the Third Baptist 
Church never had a legal existence. The 
question of the evalidity of the incorpora- 
tion arose when the church filed applica- 
tion to be allowed to amend its articles of 
organization and ite governing body. 

Mr. McGrath, basing his flindings on the 
ground that the incorporation of the church 
was contrary to the constitution of the 
state, gives it as his opinion that any 
amendment to the incorporation would like- 


wise be illegal and invalid. The court. after 
reviewing the report of Mr. McGrath, to 
whom it referred the whole case, will sus- 
tain or dismiss the application. 

“The constitutions of 186 and 1867 both 
ordained that churches should exist with- 
out let or hindrance on the part of the 
state.“ says Mr. McGrath. The attempted 
incorporation of this church was in viola- 
tion of this provision. No amendment to 
its articles of association can make it a 
valid corporation. It is a nullity.“

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From Seven Months’ Impris- 
onment in Plaster Cast, 
Once Deformed Hip Comes 
Out Sound, Xray Show- 
ing Success of Lorenz 
Method. 


The operation, after the “bloodless sur- 
gery method of Dr. Lorenz of Austria, 
performed by Dr. Scott Parsons of St. 
Louis upon Margaret Cunningham, 4 years 
old, for congenital dislocation of the right 
hip, Saturday morning, proved to be suc- 
cesssful. 

At the Children’s Hospital at 10 o’clock 
Dr. Parsons, in the presence of several 
physicians, removed the plaster of paris 
cast in which the child's right hip has 
been incased since June 7, and made care- 
ful measurements, which showed the right 
limb was of normal length, although the 
leg has yet to assume its normal position. 

After measurements had been made and 
recorded, the little girl was placed under 
the Xray, and a very careful examina- 
tion of the bones of the hip and leg was 
made. This further proved the success of 
the operatrion. 

The Xray examination sHowed, as the 
external measurements indicated, that the 
hip bone, restored to the place that nature 
had intended by Dr. Parsons’ reduction of 
the dislocation seven months ago, had 
ground a socket for itself, and assumed its 
normal posttion in the body. There was 
no evidence of other than a normal condi- 
tion of the bones. 

Margaret must be under the surgeon's 
treatment for five months more, during 
which time the hip is expected to gain 
its normal strength and the leg to grad- 
ually assume the normal perpendicular 
position from which it was forcel by the 
large plaster of paris cast that has wrapped

Margaret was in the operating room. 
where the cast was removed, for a lititle 
more than an hour Saturday morning. 
She lay patiently upon the operarting ta- 
ble while she contentedly ate an apple. 
She had bright words for the doctors and 
nurses. and to each of them expressed 
the most implicit confidence that after 
the cast should be removed she would be

And she never had the least doubt of the 
success of the operation. We shall be sorry 
to have her leave us, even though we are 
glad she will soon be well and strong like 
other little girls.” 


The removal of the cast and bandages re- 


quired 20 minutes. The blaster was sawed 
lengthwise of the leg, and carefully pulled 
and chipped away. Then the gauze, the 
cotton and the cloth were carefully un- 
wrapped. Next busy nurses carefully and 
thoroughly washed and massaged the limb. 
which had beco greatly shrunken from 
its long imprisonment. 


XRAY SHOWS SUCCESS. 

When all this had been done, Dr. Par- 
sons made the measurements, which he an- 
nounced to his brother physicians, and 
which, as they progressed, proved to their 
professional minds that the operation was 
entirely successful. 

After a few moments of rest, Margaret 


was taken into the Xray room. The glare 
and sputter of the strong light did not 
frighten her; she could see Dr. Parsons, 
and felt safe. As many of the physicians 
as could made an examination of the 
bones as shown by the Xray, but as Mar- 
garet was not exposed to the light for 
more than ten minutes, all could not study 
the bones: as closely as they would have 
been glad to do. 

There is one sorrow for Margaret. how- 
ever. When she returns to the home of 
her father, John Cunningham, at Scott and 
Ewing avenues, her mother will not be 
there. Mrs. Cunningham died Christmas 
eve, just before Margaret was taken to the 
house fo spend the festal day. Margaret 
was not told that her mother was dead 
and in the hospital she says, ‘Mamma will 
come when I am well.“

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Stella 
Maher, who has no relatives in this coun- 
try, his brother, John Maher. and two sis- 
ters, Mrs. Josie McColloughby and Mrs. 
Henry Prescott.

The present rate of school tax is 5 mills, which is an in-

THE FOUNDER OF THE SMITH- 
SONIAN INSTITUTE. 


James Smithson, who founded the Smith- | 
soniah Institution at Washington, never 
set foot in this country, but lived and died 
in Europe, and was buried in the Engl sh 
cemetery at Genoa. It will be recalled that 
he was the illegitimate son of Hugh Smith- 
son, first Duke of Northumberland of the 
third creation. He inherited a fortune 
thro his mother, and dying in 1829, left 
about one hundred thousand pounds 
the United States to found “an estabt en- 
ment for the increase and diffusion of 
knowledge among men.“ The story of his 
life and of the development of the dispo- 
sition which led to this remarkable en- 
dowment are of deep and pathetic interest. 
The cemetery at Genoa falling into disre- 
pair, Prof. Alexander Graham Bell pro- 
poged some years ago that Smithson’s re- 
mains should be brought to this country 
and reinterred at Washington. The pro- 
posal was agreed to, the arrangements were 
gradually perfected, and last month Frof. 
Bell went to Genoa. He expects to return 
about Jan. 15 with James Smithson's bones, 
which will be duly committed to a suitable 
tomb in Washington, probably in the 
grounds of the Smithsonian Institution. 
Honor has been late in reaching this re- 
markable man, but it has come at last in 
full measure.—Harper’s Weekly.

holder. The rod on which the towel rolls 
is loaded with lead to give it substantial 
weight. The spring, when not wedged, 
touches a wire connected with an electric 
battery and a loud alarm in the corridor. 

“When the heavy roller is in plage, the 
spring is weighted down so there is no 
danger of a connection. When the roller 
is raised, the curcuit is completed and the 
alarm rings, just as well as though a push 
button had been installed and some one 
was pressing the button. 

“When this alarm goes off, the older ten- 
ants and I understand what is the matter. 
We all go to the washroom and find the 
thief wrapping up the towel. Of the five 
we have caught, not one realized that he 
had caused the bell to ring. 

The first man detected by the alarm gave 
Janitor Polk the only lively chase he has 


had. This man was worki on the sixth 
floor. Polk was on the third and heard 
the alarm. He could not get an elevator 
just then and when he reached the sixth 
floor the thief was coming out of the wash- 
room, 

Polk ran toward him and the man 
started downstairs. Down the first and 
second flights the pace wae rapid, the thief 
gaining. 

On the fourth floor the stairway turns 
differently, an@ when the * thief 
turned to get to the third floor he was 
cornered. 

The others have been caught in the 
rooms. Ben Stith, the last victim, who is 
now waiting trial, ed Polk not to rap 
too hard at the trial. 

The first man caught 60 days, the 
second 40, the third 30 the  pourth 10 and 
now Polk is hoping the judge will start 
Cver again.
